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It said Karrubi accused the 
Saudi Arabian government of

pilgrims jo 45,000 and banning 
•• them from demonstrating 
v against the United Stateswhilein 
Makkah. 

•** . HosseinAmimian, the Iranian 

embassy's press attache in 
Tokyo, said in an interview that 
Iran has asked Saudi Arabia to 
permit 150,000 Iranian pilgrims 
to go into Makkah this year and 
yl “if the request is not met Iran 
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Prince Nayef 

will not send any pilgrims this 
year.” 

Karrubi also made a radio 
announcement about the 
boycott of haj this year. 

Last year. 402 people died in 
clashes between Iranian pilgrims 
and Saudi security forces. 

To prevent a recurrence of last 
year's riots, Saudi Arabia has set 
quotas for the number of pil- 
grims it will admit this year from 
other Muslim countries — 1,000 
pilgrims for every million people . 
This meant a quota of 45,000 for 


Iran. . 

Saudi Interior Minister Prince 
Nayef has been reported to have 
said that whether Iran heeds this 
decision or not the kingdom will 
not . receive more than 45,000 
Iranian pilgrims this year. 

The Saudis said they will 
impose stringent security 
measures to ensure peace during 
haj this year. 

Nayef said last month that any 
political demonstrations during 
haj would be met with force. 

Security 

Nayef said: “Measures have 
been in force for- preserving 
security and the pilgrimage- As a 
result of the current circumstan- 
ces. the measures will be even 
more strict.” 

During a visit to Cairo in May. 
Nayef said that Muslims should 
use politics to serve the religion 
and not rice versa. 

Affirming that any act that 
divides Muslims and infringes 
upon their security is unaccepta- 
ble to Islam, he said. Iranian 
leaders were responsible for the 
rioting last year during the haj. 


He said such conducts ofTend’ 
M uslims and desecrate the sanc- 
tity of the holy shrines. 

He warned that he will not 
allow any conduct that exceeds 
the haj rituals or to use the holy 
season to serve any regime or 
person. 

Saudi Arabia broke off 
diplomatic relations with Iran in 
April because of what it called 
hostile practices, including the 
ransacking of the Saudi embassy 
in Tehran and killing of a 
diplomat after the Makkah riots 
last July. / 

Prince Nayef has been repor- 
ted as saying that the severance 
of ties has got nothing to do with 
haj. 

Iran asked Turkey to represent 
its interests in Saudi Arabia after 
relations were broken, but 
Riyadh so far has not agreed. 

Diplomatic sources in Saudi 
Arabia said last week the Saudi 
Foreign Ministry had told the 
Turkish government that no 
derision would be made on the 
matter until after the pilgrimage. 

Hie sources said Riyadh had 
not approached any country to 
look after its interests in Iran. 


EEC and GCC sign trade agreement 


LUXEMBOURG, June 15, 
(Agencies): The European Econ- 
omic Community (EEC) said 
loday it saw its new trade 
agreement with Arab Gulf states 
as contributing to the search for 
stability in the region. 

The Gulf Co-operation Coun- 
cil (GCC) and the 12-nation EEC 
formally signed the agreement 
today, consolidating the com- 
munity's gesture of political and 
economic support for GCC 
members Kuwait, Saudi Arabia, 
ihe UAE, Qatar, Bahrain and 
Oman. 

“We are united with (the Gulf) 
stales by a fundamental common 
interest in peace and stability in a 
region rich incommodities which 


lies in the immediate vicinity of 
the crisis centres of the Gulf war, 
Afghanistan and the Near East. 
“EEC President Hans-Dietrich 
Genscher of West Germany said 
in a statement. 

Status 

The pact put an end to the 
anomaly of excluding the Arab 
world from co-operation with 
the EEC, Claude Cheysson. the 
community's commissioner for 
development added. 

The first phase of the 
agreement commits the two sides 
to grant each other most 
favoured nation statusand not to 
introduce new tariffs or trade res- 
trictions. 


A second phase, intended to 
safeguard interests in the sen- 
sitive area ofpeirochemicals. will 
be finalised towards the end of 
the year. Cheysson said. 

The accord covers the transfer 
of technology through joint ven- 
tures, efforts to promote con- 
tacts between oil companies, 
training and joint analysis of oil 
and gas markets. 

The community had a surplus 
of 2.64 billion European 
Currency Units (S3. 17 billion) in 
its trade with the GCC in 1987. 

Cheysson, told reporters a new 
round of talks could begin before 
the end of the year on ways of 
broadening the co-operation 
pact.

ISLAMABAD, June 15, (Reu- 
ter): Pakistani President 
Mohammad Zia-ul-Haq de cre ed 
that sharia, the Islamic legal 
code, would be the supreme law 
in Pakistan. 

“All future law-making at the 
federal and provincial levels 
must conform to sharia,” he said 
m a televised address. “Sharia 
will also guide every government 
policy.” 

Hesaid he had issued an ordin- 
ance empowering superior 
courts to strike down existing 
laws which conflict with Islamic 
law. 

Pakistan's caretaker cabinet 
earlier approved a decree enforc- 
ing Islamic law. 

Dismissed 

No details were revealed but 
Religious Affairs Minister Wasi 
Mazhar Nadvi said in an 
interview published today that 
new religious courts would be set 
up throughout the country. 

Zia dismissed civilian Prime 
Minister Mohammad Khan 
Juenjo on May 29 and said Jun- 
ejo, whom he appointed after 
ending martial law in 1 985, failed 
to further Islamisalion, includ- 
ing the imposition of sharia. 

The President also dismissed 
the lower house of Parliament 
and the four provincial assem- 
blies. Zia said he would order 
new elections within 90 days as 
required by the constitution. 

Some opposition leaders met 
in the Punjab provincial capital 
Lahore today to discuss how to 
press Zia to hold free elections 


within the 90-day period which 
ends on Aug26. opposition sour- 
ces said. 

But the main opposition Pak- 
istan People's Party (PPP) led by 
Benazir Bhutto did not attend 
the meeting because it was held 
outside the opposition alliance, 
the Movement for the Restora- 
tion of Democracy (M RD). 

. Allowed 

The government statement 
said the cabinet “reiterated that 
the elections will be held under 
the relevant provisions of the 
constitution and would be on a 
party basis.” 

But it did not specifically say 
all political parlies would be all- 
owed to participate. 

Political parties were barred 
from the first elections Zia held in 
1985 under martial law. At 
present parties not registered 
with the government's election 
commission are barred from 
elections. 

The PPP and other eight M RD 
parties have refused, to be regis- 
tered. The supreme court has 
withheld a judgement since 
February on a petition by Ben- 
azir challenging the registration 
law. 

Zia using martial law powers 
imposed Islamic punishments, 
including stoning, amputations 
and flogging, and introduced 
interest-free banking. Bui these 
measures have failed to satisfy 
hardline fundamentalists. 

About 96 per cent of Pakis- 
tan’s population of more than 
1 00 million are Muslims.

NEW YORK. June 1 5. ( Reuter): 
Palestinian- American activist 
Mubarak Awad said that Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir made 
him an international hero by 
deporting him from Israel. 

Awad, known as the “Pales- 
tinian Gandhi,” also repealed at 
a news conference he migju con- 
vert to Judiasm to get back into 
Israel. 

Awad said that the Israeli 
government, especially Shamir, 
“has made me a hero. 

”He’s the one who made Ihe 
Palestinians feel that if Mubarak 
Awad says something, he says 
something important, so lots of 
Palestinians look what I said 
very seriously, not because they 
believe in it or not, but because 
Shamir came so strongly against 
me, he made me a hero all around 
the worid.” 

Awad, 44. a naturalised 
American, was deported from 
Israel on Monday and arrived 
that nigjil in New York. The 
Israelis accuse him of being one 
of the architects of the Palestin- 
ian uprising on the West Bank. 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. 
June 15. (AP): Arabs closed 
down the occupied .territories 
today in solidarity with 
thousands of jailed Palestinians 
and troops reportedly killed a 
young Arab man who was block- 
ing a road to make sure workers 
stayed home from their jobs. 

The Army lashed back for the 
daylong strike, ordering 16 
Arab-owned bus companies off 
the streets fora week and closing 
schools for two days. 

The commercial shutdown 
was dictated by the PLO in an 
underground leaflet that was 
widely distributed despite Israeli 
efforts to censure it. 

Closure 

The strike's success appeared 
to anger military leaders. If 
protests continue, warned 
military government chief Brig. 
Gen. Shaike Erez, ”(the Arabs) 
will all be sorry about il.” 

But Palestinian leaders vowed 
the closure of schools and cutoff 
of transportation, while tem- 
porarily making life more dif- 
ficult, would not slow six months 
of Arab protests against 21 years 
of Israeli occupation. 

“The uprising will continue 
because il is the key to our 
future,” said deposed Nablus 
Mayor Bassam Shakaa. who lost 
his legsin a 1 982 attack by Jewish 
terrorists. 

Leaders of Israel's tourism 
industry held an emergency 
meeting loday with Tourism 
Minister A vraham Sharir to seek 


help for a 40 per cent decline in 
visitors to Israel this year stem- 
ming from the Arab unrest. 

Today's fatality occurred in 
Battir. about five miles (eight 
kilometres) northwest of the 
biblical city of Bethlehem, where 
40 youths had blocked a road 
with boulders and overturned 
trash barrels to make sure Arab 
workers participated in the 
strike, said villager Ribhi Mus- 
tafa. 

Ammunition 

When Israeli troops arrived on 
the scene, the youths began thr- 
owing bottles and stones, said 
Mustafa and an official at nearby 
Beil Jalla hospital. 

Soldiers responded first with 
tear gas and then fired live 
ammunition. hiliing21-year-old 
Nidal Ibrahim Hassan in the 
head and killing him. the hospital 
official said. 

This brought lo 217 the num- 
ber of Arabs killed since the upr- 
ising began Dec 9. Two Israelis 
also have been killed. 

The strike today in solidarity 
with jailed Palestinians came as 
the Army released figures show- 
ing 7.800 Arabs are currently 
held in Israeli detention centres 
and 2^00 of those are under 
administrative detention, which 
permits jailing for six months 
without trial. 

The strike was virtually 
universally observed among the 
West Bank and Gaza's 1.5

Paris keeps hostage deal promise 


France re-establishes relations with Iran 


PARIS, June 15, (Agencies): 
France, fulfilling a pledge made 
in a deal for the release of the last 
three French hostages in 
Lebanon, announced it will re- 
establish diplomatic relations 
with Iran tomorrow, 1 1 months 
after breaking lies. 

Ambassadors are to be 
exchanged shortly, according to 
announcements made today 
both in Paris and Tehran. 

It was not immediately dear 
how far France had gone to meet 
conditions set by Iran for the re- 
establishment' of ties. Ten hos- 
tages were released at intervals 
over a two-year period during a 
series of fitful negotiations. * 

“The government of thei 
French Republic and the govern- 
ment of the Islamic Republic of 
Iran have agreed to re-establish 
.diplomatic relations beginning 


June 1 6. 1988,” the Foreign Min- 
istry announced. “They have 
also agreed lo exchange ambas- 
sadors shortly.” 

The ministry's chief spokes- 
man, Jean Gueguinou, indicated 
the decision will not hinder Fran- , 
ce’s friendship with Iraq, Iran’s 
enemy in a nearly eight-year-old 
war, despite an Iranian demand 
for French “neutrality ” 

France is Iraq’s biggest Wes- 
tern arms supplier. 

The decision to resume rela- 
tions at the highest level follows 
years of stormy relations- The 
final break came July 17 after 
Iranian embassy employee 
Wahid Gordji refused to turn 
himself in for questioning about 
the September 1986 Paris bomb 
wave. 

It also comes as Iran moves to 
break out of its diplomatic isola- 


.uon. .' 

The last barriers between Paris 
and Tehran fellaway in an arran- 
gement worked pul by the con- 
servative government of Premier 
Jacq ues Chirac as part of the deal 
to free the threefinal French hos- 
tages held by pro-Iranian groups 
in Lebanon. ■ 

Journalist Jean-Paul Kauff- 
mann and diplomats Marcel 
Carton and .Marcel Fontaine 
were released by Islamic Jihad 
days before the May 8 presiden- 
tial election in a. move largely 
construed as an electoral ploy. 

Motion 

Chirac lost his presidential bid 
to Socialist President Mit- 
terrand,, re-elected to a second 
seven-year, term. 

On May 5 while welcoming 
home his countrymen, Chirac 
thanked Iran for its role in the 


releases and said ties could now 
be restored. 

Two weeks later, Mitterrand 
ordered the process set in 
motion. 

“France will keep its word,” 
said Michel Rocard, Socialist 
Premier in the new government. 

Rocard said his government 
found no written record of the 
dealto free the hostages but that 
“France gave its worn. It will be 
kept ... for that which is known.” 

French and Iranian emissaries 
met in Geneva to work out what 
the Foreign Ministry spokesman 
said were “technical details and a 
timetable,” implying that essen- 
tial issues had been dealt with 
previously. 

\ As conditions for re-establish- 
ing ties, Iran demanded France 
repay a SI billion loan plus 
interest made by the formermon- 


archy for a nuclear reprocessing 
plant, stop harbouring dissident 
Iranians and remain neutral in 
the Iran-Iraq war. 

New Zealand 

• In Wellington, the govern- 
ment of New Zealand said that 
Iran is to open an embassy in 
Wellington. 

Associate Foreign Minister 
Fran Wilde said today in a brief 
statement that an Iranian delega- 
tion would arrive in Wellington 
this week tobegin making arran- 
gements for the mission. 

Iran already has an ambas- 
sador accredited to New Zealand 
but based in Australia. New 
Zealand has long had an 
embassy in Tehran. The families 
of the five diplomats there have 
returned home because of Iraqi 
missile attacks in the Gulf war 
with Iran. 


Murphy will visit Kuwait 

Shultz 
sends 
aide to 
Mideast 

WASH INGTON. June 1 5. ( AP): 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
is dispatching his top Middle 
East aide on a trip to Iraq, 
Kuwait and several other Gulf 
nations to consult leaders there 
on the long-running Iran-lraq 
war and discuss other issues, a 
State Department official said 
today. 

The official, speaking on con- 
dition of anonymity, said 
Richard Murphy, the Assistant 
Secretary of State for Near Eas- 
tern Affairs, plans to visit Iraq. 
Saudi Arabia, the UAE. Qatar. 
Bahrain and North Yemen for 
discussions on a “whole range” 
of issues. 

In Riyadh, diplomatic sources 
said that Murphy will arrive in 
Jeddah tomorrow for talks on 
American peace efforts after 
Arab leaders sharply criticised 
US Middle East policy at a sum- 
mit meeting. 

During nis three-day stay in 
Saudi Arabia, Murphy will meet 
King Fahd and Foreign Minister 
Prince Saud Al Faisal. 

Proposal 

A resolution at the summit 
conference which ended in 
Algiers last Thursday denounced 
US “bias” toward Israel and its 
policy in the Middle East in gen- 
eral 

But the conferees did not 
outrighlly reject a peace 
proposal presented by US 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
during four Middle East shuttles 
thisyear. 

The Arab leaders complained 
about the exclusion of the PLO 
from the peace process. 


Tokyo stocks close 
at a record high

LUXEMBOURG, June 15, 
(AP): The European Economic 
Community ana six Gulf Arab 
nations jointly denounced Israel 
today for what they called 
"repressive measures” against 
Palestinians in the occupied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. 

Officials of the 12-nation EEC 
and the six member states of the 
GCC also reaffirmed their sup- 
port for the early conveningofan 
International Peace Conference 
on the Arab-Israeli conflict 

Concern 

* Representatives of the two 
organisations met in Luxem- 
bourg to sign an economic and 
scientific co-operation agree- 
ment. 

In a joint statement after their 
discussions, the officials expres- 
sed “deep concern over the 
gravity of the situation'' in the 
Israeli-occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. 

"Repressive measures taken 
by Israel against the Palestinian 
people are in dear contradiction 
to international law and human 
rights and must stop forthwith,” 
the joint statement said. The 
EEC several times recently has 
used similar language in denoun- 
dng the Israeli actions. 

"This situation underlines the 
urgent need for a speedy 
negotiated settlement of the 
Arab-Israel conflict.” the joint 
statement said, adding that both 
groups would “exert their 
utmost with a view to reaching a 
just, comprehensive and lasting 
peace in the Middle East.” 

Prince Saud AI Faisal, Foreign 
Minister of Saudi Arabia, issued 
a separate statement on the 
Palestinian issue. 

Protesting 

He cited “vicious, brutal 
Israeli occupation” of the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip, and said 
Israeli Army actions against the 
protesting Palestinians have 
“forever and irrevocably 
exposed the moral posturing of 
Israel and its claims of 
democracy and humanism.” 

“It is obvious that a compre- 
hensive and just peace can only 
be achieved by the total Israeli 
withdrawal from all occupied 
Arab territories, particularly the 
city of Jerusalem,” the Prince 
said. 

In Cairo, Venezuelan 
President Jaime Lusinchi and 
Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubaiak today said convening 
an international conference on 
the Middle East was “impor- 
tant” for a just and lasting peace 
in the region. 

“Following a thorough review 
of the situation in the Middle 
East .... the two Presidents 
agreed on the importance of bol- 
ding an international conference 
on peace in the Middle East 
under the auspices of the United 
Nations,” a joint communique 
marking the conclusion of Lusin- 
chi's two-day official visit to 
Egypt said.

Armenia's parliament voted 
today to ask the Soviet govern- 
ment to hand over a disputed 
enclave, and troops moved in to 
protect Armenians in Azer- 


baijan's capital, Baku, Soviet 
officials said.

The Armenian Supreme 
Soviet's call for redrawing the 
border by giving it the disputed 
Nagorno Karabakh region 
directly challenges the Kremlin. 
A yes decision by Moscow could 
unleash Azeri rage. 

An official at the newspaper 
Kommunisl in Yerevan, capital 
of Armenia, said its Supreme 
Soviet voted after an all day ses- 
sion to ask Moscow for control 
of Nagorno Karabakh and its 80 


per cent Armenian population. 

He indicated that demonstra- 
tions were continuing on the 
theatre square in Yerevan and 
“about four people are on a hun- 
ger strike" but added they would 
probably end the fast now 
because of the Armenian vote in 
the Supreme Soviet. 

In Moscow, several hundred 
Armenians applauded and 
raised clenched fists as Tiran 
Gureghian, representative of the 
Armenian church in Moscow, 
told them of the government's 
decision.

Nahabedyan church, told the 
group: “’Hie session has finished 


its work. It voted unanimously to 
appeal for the annexation of 
Nagorno Karabakh by 
Armenia.” 

Azerbaijan’s Supreme Soviet 
already had voted on Monday to 
reject the demand by Nagorno 
Karabakh because it would “be 
contrary to the interests of the 
Azerbaijani and Armenian 
population of the republic." 

The issue appeared headed for 
consideration by the central 
government's Supreme Soviet in 
Moscow, which the Soviet con- 
stitution says must resolve 
territorial disputes between the 
nation's 1 5 republics. 

Moscow Communist Party 
officials rejected the annexation 
demand in February, touching 


off a wave of ethnic violence and 
strikes in the two southern 
republics.

“The fact that 85 governments 
have detainees whom we are 
investigating or trying to free as 
prisoners of conscience makes a 
mockery of official promises of 
human rights,” Amnesty said in a 
special report to mark the 
declaration's 40th anniversary. 

The London- based organisa- 
tion said that since the beginning 
of the year, it had made 115 
urgent appeals in 45 countries to 
hop more than 450 prisoners, 
who were at risk from execution, 
death in detention, torture and 
other abuses. 

Amnesty said since January it 
had issued 98 reports on human 
rights violations in 46 countries.

Arab League warns of 
widening credibility gap 


UNITED NATIONS. June 15, 
(KUNA): The Arab League war- 
ned yesterday of a “widening 
credibility gap” resulting from 
the Security Council's inability 
to implement Security Council 
resolution 598. 

Since the decision was adopted 
unanimously on July 20, 1987, 
“no follow-up resolution has 
been adopted and an arms 
embargo on the non-compliant 
party is not yet in place,” the 
League's permanent observer 
Oovis Maksoud said in the Gen- 
eral Assembly's special session 
on disarmament. 

Maksoud's statement wrap- 
ped up a seven-day general 
debate in the 159-member body 
which now resumes its work in 
committee to work out a final 
document. 

“The credibility gap is widen- 
ing and the scope of operations 


has been widened against other 
Arab slates in the Gulf,” Mak- 
soud said. 

Maksoud's comments echoed 
similar statements made earlier 
in the day by Iraqi Foreign Mini- 
ster Tariq Aziz who warned the 
assembly of the “ominous depar- 
tures from the charter and 
Security Council resolutions.” 

He said the Arabs were com- 
mitted to maximise the effective- 
ness of the United Nations and 
have reaffirmed this desire in the 
resolutions of the Arab League 
summit. 

These resolutions, he said, 
asserted the urgent need to 
implement resolution 598, call- 
ing for an immediatee cease-fire 
in the Iraq-Iran war, and called 
upon the UN to convene an inter- 
national conference to bring 
about a comprehensive set- 
tlement.

THE Minister of Electricity and 
Water Dr Homoud Al Rqobah 
yesterday opened the second and 
third units of water desalination 
which utilise the reverse osmosis 
process. The units are designed 
for a 60 per cent desalination of 
seawater. 

Each unit, is designed to yield 
250 thousand imperial gallons of 
desalinated water per day. The 
first unit was established in 
Sulaibikhat area, the second to 
provide desalinated water to 
Sabah Hospital and the third for 
the Ibn Sina Hospital. 

The third one is a part of a 
project of 13 plants in different 


areas in. Kuwait with an 
estimated cost of KD1.66S 
million and is scheduled for com- 
pletion by the end of this year. 

Al Rqobahsaid the project is 
envisaged under a comprehen- 
sive plan by the Ministry of Elec- 
tricity and Water to provide 
Kuwait with water during emer- 
gencies by using the latest tech- 
nology and added that water 
supply to consumers is provided 
through smaller units similar to 
the one opened yesterday. Such 
units will be built after a 
.thorough evaluation. 

The minister accompanied by 
other ministers and government 
officials inspected the plant.

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$j Breed cattle, urges Al Sultan 

Call to restrict import of live animals 


By Fathlma Ahmed 

THE Director of Kuwait's 
Animal Health Division, Dr Al 
Sultan Ahmed Al Sultan, has 
called for stringent controls on 
imports of Hve animalc as an 
effective way to prevent the out- 
break of such diseases as font and 
mouth disease among cattle. 

Meanwhile, the government 
u . has introduced a law to 
X encourage veterinarians to open 
private clinics to care for pets like 
dogs, cats and birds. HU now 
veterinary hospitals have been 
run by the government 

Al Sultan, recently involved in 
containing the foot and mouth 
disease which spread among cat- 
tle on six SuJaibiya farms, said; 
“It is impossible, and not easy , to 
control the spread of disease 
when new cattle are constantly 
imported into the country. 

Incentives 

“There is a need to decrease 
import of animals and encourage 
breeding on local farms,” he 
said. 

He admits thaL it is impossible 
to stop total imports but 
advocates incentives to start 
breeding, to acclimatise cattle, 
increasing their resistance to 
harsh weather conditions in 
Kuwait. 

Efforts to breed cattle here 
have been unsuccessful, mainly 
because they are not cost effec- 
tive. “In the long term, breeding 
would be successful, and cost 
effective, because cattle bred here 
would be immune to climatic 
changes," said Al Sultan. 

Disease 

About 90 per cent of the total 
cattle in the country have been 
imported from abroad including 
China, Turkey, Australia and 
Europe. There are 1 30,000 cattle 
on 32 farms around Kuwait. 
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Al Sultan: animal care - 

The foot and mouth disease; 
which hit cattle in Kuwait in 
May, was a variant of one of 
seven virus strains that afflict cat- 
tle. In May's outbreak, about 180 
cows died and 500 were infected, 
Al Sultan said. 

Reportedly about 120 head of 
cattle were destroyed by the div- 
ision, but Al Sultan parried ques- 
tions saying: “We could not des- 
troy the infected animals because 
of the close proximity of farms.” 
Destruction of cattle, he said, 
would mean killing all the cows, 
which would result in monetary 
losses running into millions of 
dioars. 

Prevent 

He said recent reports of death 
of over 500 cows were exag- 
gerated. The morbidity rate — 
die rate ofinfecdonamongcattle 
— was about 500; deaths were 
only 1 80, he said. 

A similar outbreak occurred in 
1987, killing 400 cows. 

The recent outbreak was 
rapidly brought under control. 


through quarantine, vaccinating 
unaffected cattle and other meth- 
ods. 

The question now is to prevent 
smother outbreak. Al Sultan 
takes a very pragmatic view of 
the situation saying; “This dis- 
ease cannot be, eradicated 
because we feel that the disease, 
like cattle, is being imported.” 

So, the best hope is to “try to 
prevent" it from recurring in the 
‘best way we can." 

. Eradicated 

The disease has been 
eradicated in the US and some 
European countries “mainly 
because they don't allow live 
animal imports," Al Sultan 
explained. 

Kuwait's Animal Health Div- 
ision has devised a plan to have 
“some control” over the disease. 
After the disease is brought 
under control, it remains dor- 
mant, with a possibility of re- 
erupting at a later date. To detect 
such occurrences, they hope to 
provide regular and careful mon- 
itoring, vaccinating cows against 
the disease three times a year, 
conduct frequent lab tests of 
blood serum to see if the disease is 
recurring in animals . 

The division, however, has 
been successful in eradicating the 
dreaded disease called 
brucellosis (disease of the blood) 
affecting cows, sheep and goats. 
Brucellosis, widespread in 
Kuwait a few years ago, also 
affected human beings, par- 
ticularly pregnant women and 
children, causing undulating 
fever. 

• Safe 

Some 300,000 sheep and goats 
were vaccinated systematically 
in the campaign to control 
brucellosis.

Four years for smuggling liquor PFLE team

Today, we are confident of 
doing our best, given the circum- 
stances." he said. 

Farmers are also more aware 
of the need to improve condi- 
tions on farms, both for anim al 
and plant care, and are respond- 
ing to Lhe division’s efforts to 
educate them. This, says Al Sul- 
tan, is a positive step toward 
progress. Yet, stricter import 
controls, and a long-term policy, 
would go a long way in con- 
solidating the efforts, be added.

58,703 persons

THE central statistical office.

The value of construction work 
amounted KD564 million and 
contributed KD259 million lo 
the gross domestic product 
(GDP).

No plan to 
amend customs 
clearance law 

THE director general of the 
public customs authority, Ibra- 
him Al Gbanim, has denied that 
the authority has any intention 
of amending the law of customs 
clearance since the present law 
was only approved two years 
ago. 

He noted that personnel in 
customs clearance had to pass an 
examination and be personally 
interviewed before being accep- 
ted Jie also mentioned that com- 
puters had been introduced into 
customs clearance. 

Al Ghanim voiced dissatisfac- 
tion over the state of affairs 
which meant newly-graduated 
customs inspectors spending two 
years doing military service, dur- 
ing which time much informa- 
tion is forgotten.

Mystery oil spills endanger Gulf 


MANAMA, June 15, (AP): Oil 
pollution in the Gulf has never 
been worse,, but environmental- 
ists say there is little they can do 
about it as long as the waterway 
is a major arena in Lhe fighting 
between Iran and Iraq. 

“We’re in the Middle of a war 
zone, and there's nothing we can 
do about it (oil pollution)," said 
Wall Vreeland. an American 
adviser to the Bahrain-b3sed 
Environmental Protection Com- 
mittee. 

The sticky, foul-smellingblack 
and oily substance clings to the 
sandbar of the inlet below 
Bahrain's 1,800-year-old Islamic 
fortress, reaching even into the 
ruins. 

Limited 

The ancient ramparts are no 
defence against tbe onslaught of 
pollution by the very same oil 
that has enriched Gulf states. 

Environmental experts say 
that while they regard the pollu- 
tion affecting marine life and the 
Gulfs shordine as an indirect 
result of the 7- 1 /2-year-old war, 
the actual source is unknown. 

However, oil platforms and 
tanker ships damaged in air raids 
or shellings are suspected of 
some leaks. 

“Nobody can do anything 
until the war stops because it’s 
too difficult to find the sources of 
the leakage," said Jassim Ahmed 
Al Qaseer, acting director of 
fisheries in this island stale, 

Vreeland has been working as 
an environmentalist for the last 
six years. He said in an interview 
that the conflict even restricts 
him from scouting the Gulf for 
signs of oil pollution. 

“We’re very limited as to how 
far we can go out," he said. 

Hardest-hf! 

“Bharain’s territorial waters 
are 12 miles (19 kras). And to be 
quite honest about it. I’m not 
going to go 50 miles (80 kms) in a 
helicopter. No way." 

. Vreeland said- Bahrain, 
located off the. Saudi Arabian 
coast about halfway up the 600- 
mile-long (960 Ion) Gulf, is 
among the hardest-hit areas at a 


time when it is vying for tourist 
trade. 

“The main thing you'll find are 
aesthetic problems. People just 
don't want to go to the beach 
because it's a mess down there,” 
he said. 

“The other indirect effects 
would be reduction offish, of sea 
grass beds. These are not areas 
you would expect to see 
immediate effects." 

Oean-up efforts are already 
under way on Bahrain's beaches, 
where one resident reported see- 
ing children with their feet 
covered in black goo. 

Cycled 

' “Icouldseetarandtarballsall 
around, the windsurfing boards 
had all turned black from lhe 
tar," said another foreign 
resident, Ikuko Waki. 

CHI pollution is not new to the 
Gulf, where wells on shore and 
underwater produce nearly one- 
fifth of the industrial world’s oiL 

Extremely shallow along the 
coasts and about 300 feet (90 
metres) at its deepest, the Gulf is 
fed from the north by the ancient 
Tigris and Euphrates Rivers. 

Naturally cycled every two 
years, the water flows out 
through the Strait of Hormuz, a 
passage so narrow as lo prevent a 
large volume exchange between 
the Gulf and the Arabian Sea. 

In the past, environmentalists 
say, the Gulf could handle the 
occasional oil spill. 

Unknown 

But- current pollution is “the 
worst I've seen,” Al Qasser said 
in an interview. 

“The Gulf is like a lake and if 
there’s a big quantity of oil being 
discharged continually, of 
course there will be an effect" 

Vreeland noted: "You have to 
realise we're dealing wilh an oil 
spill of unknown source, of unk- 
nown size, of unknown durati on. 

“We don’t know where it’s 
coming from, we don't know 
how much is coming in. It's very 
widespread." 

Observers say more clumps of 
oil are floating in the southern 
Gulf than at any time.in the last 


year. 

Gulf-based shipping 

executives believe some of it 
comes from three Iranian oil 
platforms wrecked by the US' 
Navy in recent reprisal attacks. 
But V reeland said it is not known 
if they are leaking oil. 

Suspected 

Another suspected source is 
Iran's big Kharg Island oil ter- 
minal in the northern Gulf. It has 
been a I lacked by I raqi warplanes 
dozens of times, but Iran has 
never reported the damage. 

Hundreds of merchant ships 
have been hit by Iran and Iraq in 
the war. Many have been tankers 
which have spilled oil when their 
tanks were ruptured by missiles 
or sheds. 

Al Qaseer says pollution 
threatens a commercial fishing 
industry, already affected by the 
war. South-flowing currents help 
to keep northern waters dean, 
but “fishermen are afraid to go 
there,” he said. 

He said fish are safe to eat in 
Bahrain, where annual consum- 
ption is about 31 pounds (14 
kilograms) a person. 

Residue 

Vreeland said that even after 
light fractions of the oil — those 
most toxic to marine life — dis- 
appear, the heavy residue 
collects dirt and debris and sinks 
to tiie seabed, affecting some 
sealife. 

As scientists analyse oil sam- 
ples in a search for the source, 
public concent is growing. Gulf 
newspapers give wide coverage 
to the problem, and enrviron- 
tnental groups meet regularly. 

“It’s going to destroy the 
shoreline, destroy some of the 
beaches, some of the rocky 
shores,” Vreeland said. 

"There’s nothing we can do 
about it ... unless we put a big 
boom around Bahrain, which is 
kindof silly. 

“I foresee this happening 
again and again. And until the 
war stops, until we can get 
surveillance out and actually 
watch what's going on, there's 
nothing we can do about it”

Spread of AIDS 

Third World 
threatened 


By Alver Carlson 


WASHINGTON, (Reuter): The 
spread of AIDS in many Third 
World countries could threaten 
the development of their econ- 
omies. World Bank officials say. 

Officials at the bank, which 
lends money to countries to help 
meet their basic development 
needs, are concerned that the 
virus is hitting the most produc- 
tive group of people in the 
poorest countries, making econ- 
omic advancement more dif- 
ficult. 

"At present, those dying of 
AIDS in the developing world 
are largely women in their 20s 
and men their 30s and 40s — age 
groups normally associated with 
high productivity and primary 
family responsibility," the bank 
said in a recent publication. 

"If large numbers of produc- 
tive members of society die of 
AIDS, and similarly large num- 
bers of the next generation are 
also victims of AIDS, the con- 
sequences of national economies 
and societies as a whole can only 
be highly negative," the bank 
added. 

Worse 

The World Health Organisa- 
tion (WHO) said 139 countries 
have reported at least one case of 
AIDS, with the total now stand- 
ing at over 91,000, including 
4,627 new cases this year. 

WHO said, however, that the 
AIDS crisis is far worse than the 
reported figures show. It 
estimated that probably some 
500,000 people worldwide are 
experiencing AIDS symptoms 
and some five to 10 million are 
carrying the HIV virus that 
causes the deadly Acquired 
Immune Deficiency. Syndrome. 

The World Bank is concerned 
about how- jbestofto allocate 
limited resources tb'preve'nt the 
spread of AIDS. 

"I think the World Bank has a 
mandate to improve the health of 
these countries and to facilitate 
their development and we have 
to be particularly careful that we 
don't do more harm if we take 
resources away from program- 
mes that are saving many lives 
and put them into a HIV preven- 
tion programme," said bank 
AIDS expert Mead Over. 

AIDS is spread through sexual 
contact, the use of contaminated 
needles and through the blood 
supply. 

Many AIDS experts, includ- 


ing those at the World Bank, 
bel ieve lha t every person infected 
in the past has spread the disease 
to from one to eleven others. 

At least half and perhaps all 
those infected will eventually fall 
victim to the virus, experts 
estimate. 

Problems 

For the desperately poor of 
Africa AIDS is only one of the 
many health problems they must 
face. 

Many parts of the continent 
are overwhelmed by malaria, 
measles, pneumonia, sickle cell 
disease, tuberculosis and 
premature births. 

But AIDS differs in three basic 
ways. It strikes rich and poor 
alike, is growing at epidemic 
proportions and has no cure in 
sight. 

In its efforts to deal with the 
impact of AIDS, the bank has 
had to look beyond setting up 
hospitals and other health care 
facilities. 

Uganda has been hit by the 
AIDSepidemic at a time when its 
health care system is virtually 
non-existent and it is impossible 
to set up a blood screening opera-' 
tion to ensure blood used for 
transfusions is free of the virus. 

World Bank officials say it is 
difficult to inform people about 
.AIDS when no health education 
programmes exist. 

Help 

In such a situation, the bank’s 
role is to help a country build its 
health system so that WHO can 
come in and set up education 
projects and other health care 
facilities. 

Over said the bank is now dis- 
cussing a loan with Uganda to 
hgb b^jts h^ty , 

. A project is underway in 
Biiriindi'jQ^ng^seVpie implica- 
tions of AtDS, while two others, 
in Zaire and Brazil, are in an 
ad vanced stage of preparation. A 
Haiti project is also under study. 

Economic problems could 
exacerbate the spread of AIDS, 
the bank warned. 

The developing world has 
been experiencing a debt crisis 
since 1982 that has been 
primarily concentrated in Latin 
America and Africa. 

“Women have been par- 
ticularly vulnerable to job loss 
over the past few years, and 
many have turned to occasional 
prostitution to supplement 
family incomes," the bank said. 


UNESCO rides out 
the first storm

PARIS, I Reuter): UNESCO’S 
director-general, Federico 
Mayor of Spain, has come 
through the first test of his man- 
date — two weeks of critical 
examination of hispolicies by the 
organisation's Third World- 
dominated executive board. 

But diplomats say he has come 
to nearer his announced goal of 
bringing the United States and 
Britain back to the UN 
Educational. Scientific and Cul- 
tural Organisation after more 
than three years of absence. 

Washington and London 
accused UNESCO of waste and 
anti-Western bias under former 
chief Amadou Mahtar M'Bowof 
Senegal. Their departure 
deprived the organisation of 30 
per cent of its budget and plun- 
ged it into controversy. 

Mayor, who succeeded 
M'Bow in a biller contest in 
November, unveiled his plans to 
set UNESCO back on a more 
stable course to the 50-member 
board at its headquarters in Paris 
on May 25. 

Under financial constraint he 
pared back projects and sugges- 
ted a move out of controversial 
areas by focusing on UNESCO’s 
three "pillars” — education, 
scie nee and culture. 

More sensitive issues, which 
the West believes have no place in 
UNESCO, should be dealt with 
in programmes which are com- 
plementary to the agency's main 
action, the 54-vear-old bio- 
chemist suggested. 

Western nations and Japan 
welcomed Mayor's approach. 
But he ran into criticism from the 
Third World, who accused him 
of trying to skirt controversial 
issues. 

The executive board, which 
has an inbuilt majority’ of Third 
World members, quietly scot- 
ched any attempt to sweep sen- 


sitive issues under the carpet. 

“UNESCO cannot shy away 
from discussing matters merely 
because they are seen to be ‘con- 
troversial'," said a blunt analysis 
ofMayor’s plan circulated by the 
non-aligned group of nations. 

“This paper does not take into 
account the position of develop- 
ing countries and plays down the 
role of governments,” it added. 

Senegal's Iba Der Thiam, a 
supporter of M'Bow, called 
Mayor's plan an "attempt at 
camouflage." 

Mayor was unshaken at the 
criticism, saying his “medium- 
term sketch" was intended to 
provoke discussion. 

In a controlled retreat from his 
first position. Mayor told the 
board that he had no intention of 
downgrading any of UNESCO's 
activities. 

“Mayor floated a very ten- 
tative trial balloon but hauled it 
down as soon as it got shot at," 
said a Western diplomat who 
declined to be identified. 

At the end of the two-week 
session the board approved a 
series of guidelines which, in the 
view of many observers, put back 
on to the UNESCO agenda most 
of the controversial topics that 
Mayor had skirted around. 

The board reinstated two 
areas of activity which Mayor 
had cut — development studies 
and human rights, peace and 
ending discrimination. 

Mayor now has a year to draw 
up his medium-term plan, which 
covers UNESCO operations 
from 1 990 to 1995. 

Observers from Britain and 
the United Slates refused to com- 
ment on the possibility of these 
countries returning to 
UNESCO. But UNESCO 
diplomats said it was clear that 
nothing had happened in the 
two-week executive board ses- 
sion to bring them back to the 
fold. 


Unprofessional review 


SIR: Keith Wells' pathetic 
review of Brigadoon (AT, June 
5) is as arrogant and superficial 
as it is irrelevant and inac- 
curate, giving in no way a realis- 
tic synopsis of the theme of the 
play. It does not show the sligh- 
test understanding of the con- 
siderable acting abilities dis- 
played by the cast. 

The reason for the "miracle" 
which brings the village to life 
only once in every 100 years has 
not been mentioned while his 
comments about the actors 
themselves show that he has 
neither a grasp of casting nor 
acting. The village was never 
supposed to be completely full 
of "lissome young lasses," the 
age of the ladies involved in the 
play accurately reflect the 
social and family structure of a 
Scottish village m circa 1746. 

Throughout the play both 
the principal actors sustained 
their American accents admira- 
bly. This was doubly difficult 
for Give Jacques who had to 
sing several unusual songs, a 
task he accomplished unfal- 
teringly and without reverting 
once to his “homely" English 
accent. 

The statement that two fine 
actors changed their accents 
about three times in every sen- 
tence is a total travesty of the 
truth. The cast included four 
Scottish actors who obviously 
spoke and sang in their natural 
accents. Admittedly these 
accents varied but that in no 
way detracts from the produc- 
tion. 

There can be a tremendous 
variation of accents in a Scott- 
ish village, as indeed, in a coun- 
try as a whole. Individual 
accents can be deceptive as it is 
difficult to identify a person as 
being “Scottish" purely by 
accent. As a Scotsman, I found 
it impossible to distinguish the 
accents of the genuine Scots 
from those of the fellow actors 
- but then no doubt, a self- 
appointed authority on inter- 
national accents such as Keith 
Wells knew better. 

By the way what is “Brook- 
lyn bum" and “cracker-barrel 
Kansas”? I suspect they are just 
another feeble Wellsian 
attempt at attestation, his first 
being “tweedy tween ism”. 

The shameful nature of the 
review is highlighted by your 
critic's admission of his dis- 
courteous, premature depar- 
ture — what arrogance to state 
“there was no alternative" — 


“the show should have been 
cancelled to avoid embarrass- 
ment all round”. The Second 
Act did contain a number of 
"glorious voices and fabulous 
songs," not to mention a scin- 
tillating New York bar scene, 
and some beautiful bagpipe 
music. I don’t understand the 
reason for embarrassment or 
cancellation. 

It appears that the only “dee- 
ply creepy people" around 
Brigadoon was one smug, self- 
satisfied “creepy" critic who, 
sadly, lacks any appreciation of 
the hard work that goes inLo 
amateur dramatics. Through 
the columns of your newspaper 
he has foisted a badly-written, 
unprofessional review on your 
readership.

British 

regimental traditions

CAMBERLEY, England, 
(Reuter): Forged in the fire of 
imperial battles and polished in 
the calm repose of the officer’s 
mess, the regimental tradition 
remains the flashing blade of the 
British Army. 

Critics revile it as a monument 
to Britain's class system, separat- 
ing the public school elite from 
the country boy, the urban 
worker from the landed gen- 
tleman. 

Bizzarre traditions such as the 
sipping of champagne from 
Napoleon's captured silver 
chamber pot or wearing uniform 
back to front only enhance the 
outlandish image of some 
regiments. 

Loyalty 

But armies from Tanzania to 
the United Stales have tried to 
emulate its methods in creating 
group loyalty in fighting men. 

General Sir John Hackett, a 
former commander of Britain's 
Rhine Army whose family links 
with the forces stretch back cen- 
turies, looks darkly upon those 
who see snobbery and racism in 
British regiments. 

“Complete nonsense if there's 
any class element in the 
regiments, it's only a reflection of 
the society we live in. The system 


makes for a cohesive fighting 
unit, promotes loyalty ana 
encourages integrity,” he told 
Reuters in an interview. 

“After Vietnam, the 
Americans looked to our system 
to try to restore standards in their 
armies, to revive a feeling of 
belonging, and they’re going a 
long way towards this,” he 
added. 

While US soldiers are 
regularly moved around from 
one unit to another, British 
servicemen normally spend their 
en lire careers in one regiments — 
a body of 1 ,000 to 5,000 men. 

Plans 

When a regiment is rebased 
from West Germany to Cyprus 
the entire community moves, 
from the chaplin to the comman- 
der and — in the case of the 
Worcestershire and Sherwood 
Foresters — Derby, the regimen- 
tal goat. 

Recruits are drawn normally 
on a local basis. A man from the 
working class districts of Glas- 
gow might follow his father into 
Lhe Royal Highland Fusiliers ora 
west countryman might don the 
uniform of the Gloucestershire 
or the Devon and Dorsets. 

Lieutenant Dan Bergeron, a

introduce any locally-based 
“Oklahoma' itegiment” or 
“Texas Lancers”. But 
experiments were still under way 
to era ulate some parts of the Brit- 
ish system.

Family 

“Once I'd left the Army, no 
one ever rang to see how I was as 
they'd always suggested they 
would do as the “family”. They 
never asked if I was getting better 
or if I was getting worse ... so 
much for the buddy-buddy, 
pally-pally regiment,” he wrote 
m a book on his experience. 

One young Sandhurst officer- 
trainee from Botswana told 
Reuters he found the system a 
mystery: “I like training here, but 
the formal dinners are hard to 
take and it’s not right that 
regiments such as the Guards 
recruit by class as they seem to.” 

The Elite Guards regiments, 
their history abounding in taks 
of chivalry and derring-do, have 
few places for sons of lathe 
operators.

“It’s not that the Guards 
expressly insist on a certain back- 
ground for their new recruits,’* 
one former Guards officer 
explained.

Mitterrand makes a blunder

PARIS, (UPI): If President 
Francois Mitterrand is suffering 
from a political hangover tins 
week, he has only himself to 
blame. He really shouldn't have 
ordered those last two rounds of 
elections. 

Five weeks ago the Socialist 
leader crowned his political 
career by gaining a second term 
in office in a sweeping victory. 
Now, through his own doing, he 
is the first president of the Fifth 
Republic to govern with a 
National Assembly that has no 
majority — left or right. 

Price 

The result of Sunday’s 
parliamentary elections, in 
which the Socialists won 276 
seats — 13 shy of a majority — 
demonstrates that French 
politics are becoming more like 
the American version. The 
momentum is toward power 
sharing in a less ideological 
atmosphere. 

Most likely the Socialists will 
have to make concessions to 
form a coalition with moderate 
elements of the right, which con- 
trols 271 seats. 

Technically, Mitterrand, 71, 


could go back to Communist 
partners of 1981-84 and build a 
leftist majority with- their 27 
seats. But Communist- Party 
chief Georges Marchais wants an 
extortionate price for support. 

Buoyed by. his victory in spr- 
ing's two-stage presidential elec- 
tion, Mitterrand, a consummate 
politician of Machiavellian sub- 
tlety, miscalculated when he dis- 
solved Parliament and railed 
snap elections last month. 

He seemed certain to win a 
majority, but France’s wilful 
voters refused to co-operate. 
They seemed to take him at his 
word when he said, magnan- 
imously , “it is not healthy for one 
party to govern.” 

“Former President Valery 
Giscard D’Estaing took Mit- 
terrand logic one step further 
Sunday after the elections. 

“They French didn’t want to 
give oneparty all the power,” he 
said. “They tried to say to their 
elected officials and to French 
politicians: We want the two 
halves of France to work 
together.” 

Most likely Mitterrand will 
press on with “L’ouverture,” or 
“the opening,” this week's buzz 
word in Paris. It means a 
cautiously defined parliament

coalition of socialists and 
moderates. 

This was tried at the presiden- 
tial level in 1986 with “cohabita- 
tion,” in which Mitterrand 
shared power with former Prime 
Minister Jacques Chirac and the 
right-wing parliament elected 
that year. When it began a lot of 
people said it could never last. 

But it served its purpose and 
now the French dearly wanted 
more of the s ame 

This time, though, it will have 
to go further than “cohabita- 
tion,” a shotgun wedding, to 
“L’ouverture,” a marriage of 
convenience. 


Foreign aid

HULL, Quebec: Like the 
individual who deducts his 
charitable contributions from 
taxable income, the world's 
industrial nations usually try to 
obtain some domestic benefit 
from their aid to developing 
countries. 

Canada has just decided to be 
somewhat more altruistic in its 
foreign aid. Poor countries 
receiving Canadian aid dollars 
will have to use less of that money 
in Canada. 

Instead of being required to 
spend 80 cents of every dollar 
received in bilateral foreign assis- 
tance on the purchase of Can- 
adian goods and services, the 
poorest aid recipients will need to 
mend only 50 cents in Canada, 
Better-off developing countries 
must spend 66 cents of each 
dollar in Canada. 

‘‘That’s a step in the right 
direction,” comments- Roger 
Young, who follows foreign aid 
issues for the North-South Ins- 
titutes, a small think-tank in Ott- 
awa. “But we had nowhere to go 
butup.” 

Canada has been almost the 
worst among the 1 8 major donor 
nations in tying aid to domestic

purchases. But it is fairly gen- 
erous in giving assistance. Can- 
ada donates 52.9 billion in aid, 
0.50 per cent of total national 
output, to the poorer countries, 
well above the 0.23 per cent for 
tiie United States or 0.33 per cent 
fro Britain. 

Business is less happy about 
the change. About 200 exporters 
met with Canadian International 
Development Agency (CIDA) 
officials in May and offered some 
objections to untying in their 
private sessions. 

“In a perfect world we would 
agree that untying is desirable,” 
says Frank Petrie, president of 
the _ Canadian Exporters 
Association. “But it is not a per- 
fect world.” He fears that former 
colonial powers, such as Britain, 

France, or Belgium will use their 

long-established contacts to take 
away business from Canadian

LENNY HENRY, the ene* 
getic young "black British 
comedian fronf Dudley in the 
English midlands, recently 
completed a : ' six-part BBC 
television series that perfected 
his twin roles of famil y enter- 
tainer and sodal observer. 

in both cases the 28-year-old 
Henry has become famous for a. 
series of characters drawn from 
personal experience of West 
Indian Hfe in Britain. 

His razor-witled spivs,’ 
supercilious cops, streetwise 
“rap,” and old West Indians 
living in the past, have given the 
comic kiss of life to a genre 
grown tired and tacky from 
abuse and over-use. 

Henry is hailed as the perfor- . 
mer who almost single-han- 
dedly developed a style com- 
parable only to the work of 
black American stand-up art- 
ists like Richard Pryor and Bfll 
Cosby.

The 
directness, nervous energy and 
unflinching embrace of what it 
means to be a black comic in 
whiLe society which was 
embodied in Richard Pryor’s 
act quickly made the American 
a hero. 

Henry says the qualities that 
impressed himjaboui Pryor 
were “speed ana virtually no 
set-ups. ft would suddenly be 
(he adopts shrill, manic Pryor 
monologue tones) ‘Black peo- 
ple don’t get bit by snakes 
because black people walk too 
cool in the woods.' Then he'd - 
do the walk and you're straight 
into the funniness. 

"Therc'd be no ‘this man 
went into a shop and did this 
and did that ana then the man 
said . - Pryor is also political 
from the minute he comes on 
stage. It's full of stulT about the 
police, about confrontations, 
about brutality, sexual politics, 
life politics, straight in there, 
although he'll never once men- 
tion Reagan. 

Point 

"Bui everything he does has 
a point. That’s the kind of thing 
I want to do. 1 don't want to be 
going on doing ‘Mrs Thatcher 
this, Mrs Thatcher that.' 
Because you say that when you 
vole. If you want to make a 
point about something, make a 
joke about it So people laugh 
— and I hen they think.” 

It is a measure of Henry's 
pioneering role that he will no 
longer have the status of ‘the 
black impressionist' all to him- 
self. 

“People are starting to 
appreciate now that black peo- 
ple can do stand-up and charac- 
ter. We’ve known Lhat for ages 
of course. Whenever I watched 
my mum take the mick out of 
someone from church or down 
the road or something, I knew it 
was only a matter of time before 
it got through.

Soweto 
comes to 
Broadway

NEW YORK, (Reuter): 
Sarafina. a musical about 
schoolchildren in a South 
African township, has cap- 
tivated audiences and earned a 
place among the year’s hits; 

Starring an amateur ensem- 
ble of young South Africans, 
the show combines Mbqanga, 
the driving music of the town- • 
ships, with the story of a high 
school class during the bloody 
1976 Sowfeto uprising. 

A modest, one-set musical, 
Sarafina ’ Follows the class 
through one term at the Morris 
Isaacson .High School, one of 
the schools m the forefrpnt pf 
the Soweto uprising. Hundreds 
of students were killed in unrest 
that year. 

With music by South African 
composers M bon genii Ngema 
and High’Masakela, Sarafina 
opened at Lincoln centre last 
October, moved to a larger 
Broadway theatre in January, 
and has bees playing to sellout 
audiences. 

* It received five Tony nomin- 
ations, including one for best 
musical, competing t in that 
category with Andrew Lloyd 
Webber's Phantom of the 
Opera and Stephen Sondheim's 
Into the Woods. 

The success of Sarafina, says 
US producer Bernard Gets ten, 
stems not only from the cast's 
talent and energy but from the 
emotional connection the per- 
formers forge with their 
audience,: 

“I've 'never in my ’entire 
experience in the theatre 
encountered a play that so 
addresses itself, so well merges 
with the visceral feeling of the 
audience," Gersten said. 

The bonding, he said, is par- 
ticularly strong with black 
Americans, who make up some 
80 per cent of the Sarafina 
audience. ■

NEW YORK, (Reuter): 
Arthur Mitchell dreams of 
bringing the most talented 
young people from across the 
world to a performing arts 
village in Harlem. 

He would call it Noah's Art. 
explained Mitchell, the co- 
founder and artistic director of 
the Dance Theatre of Harlem. 

“We would travel the world 
to prove what really matters is 
the magic that you make when 
you hit the stage and the quality 
of the work, regardless or race, 
class or creed,” he added. 

That dream is still in the dis- 
tance,' but Mitchell has just 
realised another long-held 
‘‘wish.. Last month, the Dance 
.Theatre of Harlem opened in 
the Soviet Union, where Mit- 
chell made his- own debut as a 
ballet dancer 25 years ago. 

The multi-racial, 70-member 
dance troupe is currently mak- 
ing a five-week 3 2- performance 
Soviet tour, which opened in 
MoscoW and will close at Len- 
ingrad's famed Kirov iheatre. 

An unusual feature of the 
tour are open rehearsals in 
which Mitchell has invited 
leading Soviet dance teachers 
and dancers to participate. 

The lour includes a perfor- 
mance in the Georgian city of 
Tblisi, birthplace of George 
Balanchine. 

“He was my teacher and my 
mentor,” said Mitchell, who 


looked far younger than his 54 
years. “He took me into the 
New York City Ballet in 1955 at 
a time when other companies 
were not accepting minority 
dancers.” 

“He gave me a foundation in 
the neoclassic style of ballet. 
We are not competing against 
the Soviets but are showing 
them waht wc as classics have 
and what I have tried to carried 
on from what I learned as a 
dancer for 15 years with the 
New York City Ballet." 

The Dance Theatre of 
Harlem is the first major 
American dance company to 
visil the Soviet Union in 13 
years, and the only dance 
troupe to represent the United 
Stales since President Reagan 
signed the 1985 UJWSoviet cul- 
tural exchange initiative, end- 
ing the six-year freeze on 
official cultural exchanges that 
followed Soviet intervention in 
Afghanistan. 

The idea for the Lour came 
two years ago, when the United 
States Information Agency 
extended an invitation. Mit- 
chell said: “After a (JS1A 
official saw us perform, it was 
felt at that time this company 
was the most representative of 
the US.” 

“The dance theatre also does 
more- international touring 
than any other ballet company 
in the US and the Soviet people 
already know me because I 
danced there 24 years ago.”

British 
ballet 
salutes 
its grand 
dame

LONDON: Visionary, despot, 
disciplinarian — Dame Ninette 
de Valois' reputation at 90 is as 
formidable as the Royal Ballet 
she built up from a handful of 
dancers more than 50 years ago 
into one of the world's leading 
companies. 

‘Madame,' as the upright 
matriarch of British ballet is 
known, look a bow herself at a 
Royal Gala performance being 
held in her honour cn her birth- 
day on June 6. 

Some of the stars Valois has 
handpicked and trained over 
the years — Rudolph Nureyev. 
Antoinette Sibley and Anthony 
Dowell — performed with the 
Royal Ballet. Sadler’s Wells 
Royal Ballet and the Royal 
Ballet School all of which 
Valois founded. 

They paid tribute, in the 
presence of Queen Elizabeth 
and Princess Margaret, to a 
polio-stricken Irishwoman 
who conceived Bn tain's first 
national ballet and nurtured it 
from strength to strength. 

Born Edris Stannus in 
county Wicklow. Ireland, into 
a genteel family on the brink of' 
impoverishment, Valois began 
her professional career in the 
music hall as a girl, ‘dancing the 
dying swan on the end of every 
pier in England.' 

When she graduated to 
ballet, she was taught in the 
oldest school, the French, and 
joined Diaghilev's Russian 
company From 1923 to 1925. 
taking her stage name from 
French ancestors. 

In her mid-twenties her dan- 
cing career ended abrupljy 
when she discovered that polio 
was causing a persistent side 
pain she had for years 
attributed to the normal dis- 
comforts of a dancer.

Hindu Christ on Y ork stage

YORK, England, (UP1): A 
peculiar excitement which grips 
York's people every four years 
is at its height just now. The 
York mystery plays are being 
performed again, this time with 
a 1 3- year-old boy playing God 
and a Hindu from India as Chr- 
ist. 

The biblical plays, a 
medieval throwback more than 
600 years old, crown a month- 
long arts festival of bewildering 
size — more than 300 events of 
every kind crowded within 
York's Roman-era city walls. 

Tho.se walls and (he pic- 
turesque Roman, Viking and 
medieval city within them nor- 
mally swann with tourists. 
York, 188miles<302 km) north 
of London, is one of England's 
most popular tourist deslina- 
; lions, with more 3 million 
visitors a year. 

But the mystery plays — 
named for religious content 
rather than suspense — weld a 
wide swathe of York’s own 
townspeople into a remarkable 
unity. 

Sixty women have been sew- 
ing for months on 230 main 
costumes, professionally desig- 
ned and extremely flamboyant. 
Director Steven Pimlott is 
using ‘at least 300’ townspeople 
as actors. 

York’s mystery plays always 
have been a community 
project, from their misty begin- ; 
ningss until now. • 

They began as Corpus Chr- 
ist! pageants performed by 
medieval guilds. Hwy told the 
complete Bible story, from the 
creation .to the day. of jud-

cement, in simple, easy-to- 
follow segments. They were old 
even when they were first writ- 
ten down in 1340, and their 
language still echoes the local 
dialect of lhat time. 

"The language style is the 
most difficult thin™,’ said Vic- 
tor Banerjee. the Hindu who 
plays Jesus. “It's like a literal 
translation from a Scandin- 
avian language.” 

"Some of if is in Latin, a litlie 
of it,” said John Lacy Colson, a . 
1 3-year-old of almost terrifying 
self-possession, who plays 
God. 

“The rest is old English, with 
lots of 4 thees* and ‘thous’. and 
it's hard to gel them all in the 
right place/’ he said.

“But actors always portray 
people they're not," Banerjee 
said. “And it’s a great oppor- 
tunity. isn't it?” 

“Pimlott said he chose a boy 
as God because “it's very dif- 
ficult getting a n ad ultto act the 
innocence and purity required. 
Our angel Gabriel i splayed by a 
9-year-old." 

Chances are that boy will act 
in successive mystery play 
productions ail his life. York's 
people do that, returning again 
and again to play roles which 
change as they agje. 

“All the actors have jobs, so 
rehearsals have to be in even- 
ings and weekends," a spokes- 
woman said. “They’ really love 
holiday weekends, because it 1 
giv.es them three full days to 
rehearse.' 1. 

Enthusiasm was palpable at 
one recent rehearsal. About 50 
players turned up a half-hour 
early, then clustered in small 
.huddles, twisting their longues 
around Archaic lines like these:

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Cheese straws 

Ingredients 

100g(4oz)flour 
50g (2 oz) margarine 
SOg (2 oz) Cheddar cheese 
Pinch of salt and pepper 
l egg , 

Optional: 

1 teaspoonful dried parsley 
1 pinch dry mustard 

Equipment 

Tablespoon 

Tableknife 

Sieve 

Mixing bowl 
Rolling pin 
Cheese grater 
Baking tray 
Fork 

1. Put oven on at Gas Mark 
6 (electricity 400F/200‘C). 

2. Sift the Hour and salt into 
the mixing bowl. Add the 
margarine and cut into small 
pieces. Rub together with 
your fingertips until the mix- 
ture looks like breadcrumbs. 

3. Grate the cheese and stir 


it into the flour mixture, (add 
parsley). 

4. Beat egg lightly with fork 
(add mustard). 

5. Pour egg into mixture 
and mix with knife and then 
fingertips, to form a dough. | 
( I f the mixture is too dry add a 
few drops of cold water). 

6. Roll out the dough on a 
floured surface and cut into 
long thin stripsabout 12cm(5 
in) long and 0.5 cm (1/4 in 
wide. 

7. Place on a lightly greased 
baking tray and put in the 
oven. 

8. Bake for 1 0 to 1 5 minutes 
or until golden and firm at the 
edges. 

9 Allow to cool. Cheese 
straws can be stored in an 
airtight tin. 

Note 

To make ‘straw' bundles, cut- 
circles with a pastry cutter 
and cut out the centre using a 
smaller cutter. When baked, 
place straws in rings.

The effects of this 
change on animal evolu- 
tion were far-reaching. 
Many mammals who had 
been used to feeding on the 
shoots of trees and bushes 
had to adapt to feeding on 
grass. This led to their 
gradual transformation, 
which was particularly 
noticeable in the shape of 
their teeth and the struc- 
ture of their feet and necks. 

In the Miocene Period, 
the mountain chains which 
had begun to emerge in the 
earlier periods continued 
to be lifted up. New land 
surfaced above the sea, 
with the result that the 
oceans shrank. These 
movements were com- 
pleted in the Pliocene 
Period (the last in the Cen- 
ozoic Era), which lasted 8 
million years. By the end of 
it, the shape of the contin- 
ents was as it is today. The 
fossils discovered in 
Pliocene soil show animal 
forms which are in many 
ways similar to those of the 
present. Other fossils 
belong to species which are 
now extinct but it is easy to 
imagine the exact shape of 
their bodies.

Kuwait threatens to exceed output quota 


VIENNA, June 15, (UPI): 
Kuwaiti Oil Minister She ikh Ali 
Khalifa Al Sabah said today 
Kuwait would consider exceed- 
ing its output quota by up to 

300,000 barrels a day if OPEC 
accepts a definition by Venezuela 
of what constitutes crude oil. 

Speaking at a news conference 
on the agreement that 12 of the 1 3 
OPEC countries reached yester- 
day at the end of their summer 
conference. Sheikh Ali called oh 
the organisation to quickly 
resolve the “ridiculous position” 
whereby member nations invest 
huge sums to try and develop 
condensates to enable them to 
exceed their production quotas. 

Agreed 

Tbe four-day conference 
agreed to renew for six months 
the OPEC production ceiling of 
1 5.06 million barrels per day. But 
it did not resolve the problem of 
Venezuela and other states 
labelling some extremely Light 
crude as condensates, which are 
the hydrocarbon liquids derived 
from gas at the well-head that are 
exempt from quotas. 

Venezuelan Oil Minister 
Arturo Hernandez Grisanti said 
yesterday a special OPEC com- 
mittee would continue to work 


on the complex condensates 
problem. 

But the Kuwaiti oil minister 
said if the committee accepts 
Venezuela’s proposed definition 
it would mean that between 

200,000 and 300,000 of flat con- 
densates Kuwait produces as 
crude also should be excluded 
from its quota, Kuwait currently 
is producing around one million 
barrels per day in all and would 
boostlts output to as much as 1 3 
million barrels per day if Ven- 
ezuela does not curb its abuse of 
condensates, he said. 

Conciliation 

Sheikh Ali stressed the spirit of 
conciliation that marked the end 
of the OPEC meeting yesterday 
in sharp contrast to deep div- 
isions on price strategy that 
marred the start of the con- 
ference. 

“Our intention is not to put 
pressure on any country,” 
Sheikh Ali said. 

Nevertheless, OPEC-watchers 
said his remarks were tough 
advice to Venezuela to back 
down from its stand. 

Sheikh Ali said other countries 
also would boost production if 
Venezuela does not come into 
line. Oil analysts said that if all 
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Sheikh All 

OPEC members took Ven- 
ezuela’s definition to its logical 
conclusion it could mean extra 
output of as much as two million 
barrels per day. 

“it is a ridiculous position 
where a country spends hun- 
dreds of millions (of dollars) 
developing condensates because 
they are outside the quota,” 
Sheikh Ali said. 

Optimism 

“We should distinguish bet- 
ween them (condensates) and 
light crude in an easy manner,” 
he said. 

OPEC president and Nigerian 


Oil Minister Rilwanu Lukman 
yesterday expressed optimism 
the new agreement offered a 
goqd chance of achieving 
OPECs target price of $18 a 
barrel by year end. World mark- 
ets evidently agreed. Oil prices 
surged. 

Iraq declined to sign the 
accord on grounds it wants to be 
allowed to produce the same as 
its Gulf war enemy Iran. “As 
long as Iraq'' is outside the 
agreement we can only hope it 
will exercise restraint,” Lukman 
said. 

Rejected 

The Kuwaiti oil minister today 
said it made sense for all OPEC 
members to allow Iraq parity 
with Iran's output quota of 2.4 
million barrels per day because 
the Baghdad government would 
have to reduce its output and this 
would help push up prices. 

“I think it should be practical 
to give them a quota. We should 
have a crack at it” at the next 
OPEC meeting on Nov 21, 
Sheikh Alj said. 

The Kuwaiti oil minister also 
rejected flatly criticism by Ven- 
ezuela and Iran that some 

300,000 barrels per day of crude 
that Kuwait and Saudi Arabia 


give to Iraq as *war relief from a 
“neutral zone” on their common 
desert border should be included 
in the quotas of Kuwait and tbe 
kingdom. 

Sheikh Ah' said it was OPEC 
policy that oil loans should form 
pa rt of t he quota of the borrower 
not the lender. This was the 
policy when Venezuela loaned oil 
to Ecuador, be said. 

Sheikh Ali said be expected the 
maverick UAE would abide by 
the accord reached yesterday. 
“Anybody who signs that 
agreement is bound by that 
agreement," he said. 

The Oil Minister of the UAE, 
Mana Saeed Oteiba. after the 
Final conference session yester- 
day said his quota was “an 
allocated quota and not neces- 
sarily an official quota,” starting 
speculation the Gulf federation

948,000 barrels per day. , 

But Sheikh Ali said “all of us 
have allocated quotas” and 
expressed sympathy for the 
UAE's dissatisfaction with its 
ceiling.

Donor countries to meet in Paris next week 


Indian growth depends on monsoon and exports 


NEW DELHI, June 15, 
(Reuter): India’s donor coun- 
tries are meeting in Paris next 
week to pul together their annual 
aid package but economists said 
the unpredictable monsoon and 
higher exports were more impor- 
tant to the country's growth. 

The World Bank has urged 
donor countries in the so-called 
India consortium to provide $3.8 
billion in low interest, long term 
loans in 1988/89. 

Meet 

Tbe consortium, with Japan 
tbe biggest donor followed by 
Britain, France and West Ger- 
many, will meet in Paris on June 
20 and 21 to discuss India's con- 
cessional aid requirements under 
tbe chairmanship of tbe World 
Bank. 

Economist Y P Srivastava said 
India could achieve six per cent 


growth in Gross National 
Product if monsoon rains were 
good and exports increased by 
nine or 10 per cent. 

“Everything depends upon 
food production. Food produc- 
tion depends on the monsoon 
and the monsoon'depends upon 
luck,” said Srivastava, from the 
Federation of Indian Chambers 
of Commerce. 

Consortium members, includ- 
ing the European Economic 
Community and Asian Develop- 
ment Bank, put together a $5.4 
billion package in the financial 
year from July I, 1987. This 
included 3.3 billion in conces- 
sional aid. 

Recommended 

This year the bank has recom- 
mended a total of $5.8 billion. 

J L Bajaj, a senior Indian Fin- 
ance Ministry official, said: “We 


should be fairly satisfied if (con- 
cessional aid) comes to $3.8 
billion.” 

He said the World Bank was 
happy with the way India man- 
aged last year’s drought, the 
worst in a century, and had ackn- 
owledged the Indian success was 
made possible by its domestic 
resources. 

Soft loans 

Bajaj said India’s develop- 
ment effort was based mainly on 
internal resources and foreign 
credits were on marginal help. 

Economist Vasant Chi tale 
said India could do with more, 
soft loans with repayments 
spread over 30 to 35 years, but in 
real terms jt appeared these. 
would remain at about $3 trillion. 

Bajaj predicted exports would 
grow in the current year by at 
least six per cent in real terms 


from a provisional estiamte of 
Rs. 157 billion ($12 billion) in 
1987/88 

Bajaj said exports in 1987/88 
rose by at least 10 per cent in real 
terms although nominally they 
increased by nearly 30 per cent 
from Rs. 125 billion ($9.6 billion) 
in 1986/87. 

Experts have already predic- 
ted that India will have a good 
monsoon this summer. Rain has 
already reached parts of south- 
ern and eastern India. 

Target 

But Chi tale warned: “The 
spillover of last year’s drought 
will still be there and if the mon- 
soon is not very good we are in 
for price increases.” 

Srivastava said a good mon- 
soon could ensure India readied 
its foodgrain production target 


of 165 million tonnes. In the 
1987/88 drought year it was 
down to 1 1 35 million tonnes from 
144 million in the previous year. 

He said accelerated exports 
were needed to boost declining 
foreign exchange reserves which, 
excluding gold and special draw- 
ing rights, totalled Rs. 63.6 
billion ($4.8 billion) at the end of 
January against Rs. 70.5 billion 
($5.4 billion) tbe year before.

“Considering all these things,

Aquino seeks economic 
aid in Switzerland 


EEC to end curbs on capital movements from 1990 


BERN, June 15, (UPI): Philip- 
pines President Corazon Aquino 
held talks with the Swiss govern- 
ment today to seek financial and 
economic aid in overcoming the 
crushing problem of a $29 billion 
foreign debt. 

Aquino was also informed 
about the current status of court 
proceedings to oblige banks to 
disclose and return an estimated 
$i billion stashed away by for- 
mer President Ferdinand Mar- 
co sand his wife and friends. 

The one day of talks in the 
Swiss capital today was the first 
ever official visit to Switzerland 
bv a Filipino head of state. 

Trip 

Aquino, also making her first 
trip to Europe as president, 
arrival in Geneva on Monday lo 
be a guest speaker yesterday to 
the ann ual conference of the 
UN’s International Labour 
Organisation (ILO). 

She appealed in her address for 
greater aid and debt relief for her 
own and other Third World 
countries, warning that econ- 
omic problems and poverty 
jeopardise the progress of 
democracy. 

Travelling from Geneva to 
Bern for the day today, she met 
first with Swiss Foreign Minister 
Rene Felder and then with Fin- 
ance Minister Otto Stich, also 
president of Switzerland for 
1988. The presidency rotates 


ann ually among the seven mem- 
bers of the Federal Council or 
cabinet. 

Aquino and Stich signed a 
memorandum on a mixed Swiss 
credit of 60 million Swiss francs 
($42 million at current exchange 
rates). 

Emphasised 

Officials on both sides said 
Aquino emphasised the hopes of 
the Philippines to erase its deficit 
in trade with Switzerland which 
amounted to $340 million over 
thepast 10 years. 

The Federal Council then gave 
an official luncheon for Aqutno. 

Also meeting the Philippines 
President was Swiss Justice Min- 
ister Elisabeth Kopp, officials 
said. 

They said there was no 
“official discussion” of Manila’s 
efforts to obtain the return of 
funds embezzled by Marcos and 
hidden in Swiss accounts butthat 
Kopp did informally report on 
the current status of court 
proceedings. 

Freezing 

The Philippines estimates the 
amount of the money in Swit- 
zerland at $1 billion or more. 

The Swiss government in 1986, 
soon after Aquino became 
president, ordered the freezing of 
all such funds but under banking 
secrecy laws the banks can dis- 
close account details only on a 
court order. 


LUXEMBOURG, June 15, 

( AP): European Economic Com- 
munity finance -ministers have 
agreed to launch a two-stage 
removal of all controls on capital 
movements within the EEC star- 
ting in I990in what was hailed as • 
a major step toward a unified 
European market. 

Monday’s accord will let EEC 
citizens open bank accounts and 
obtain other financial services 
such as loans in any of tbe 12 
EEC member states. 

Competition 

EEC officials said this will 
spur more competition among 
banks and create a single finan- 
cial market competitive in size 
with that of the United -States 
and Japan. 

“Creation of this large finan- 
cial area ... should make it possi- 
ble for (EEC banks) to catch up 
with the financial centres in 
Tokyo and New York.” said 
Jacques Delon, president of tbe 
EEC’s Executive Commission. 

“The freedom of capital flows 
is an important step toward crea- 
tion of a European Market and a 
Monetary Union,” West Ger- 
man Finance Minister Gerhard 
SloJ ten berg, the meeting's chair- 
man, told reporters. 

Removal of the money con- 
trols is to take effect in eight of 
the EEC's most developed, 
nations on July 1, 1990. 

Greece, Portugal, Spain and 
Ireland may retain their controls 
until the end of 1 992. Greece and 


Portugal will be -allowed to 
extendi the transition period until 
1995. 

Of the other eight, only 
France, Italy and Denmark still 
maintain strict Controls on 
capital. The others have already 
fully liberalised their capital 
markets. 

Hamper 

The accord figures in the 
EEC's “internal market”, plan 
under which all toteraal borders 
that still hamper a free flow of 
people, goods and services are to 
be removed by 1992. 

It was reached ' despite last- 
minute concerns by France and 
Denmark tfaat the measure 
would encourage tax evasion and 
fraud. 

French Finance Minister 
Pierre Beregovoy first sought to 
link the capital liberalisation to a 
requirement that the EEC man- 
date equal tax levels throughout 
the trade bloc. 

This was firmly rejected by 
Nigel Lawson, Britain’s Chan- 
cellorof the Exchequer, who said 
it would force his country to levy 
unpopular, value-added (sales) 
taxes on food, children’s clothing 
and other items. 

In the end, the ministers asked 
the EEC Commission to study 
the issue and make any tax equal- 
isation proposals by June 30, 
1989. Buta vote on these must be 
unanimous, effectively giving 
Britain a veto right, while the 
accord to free capital flows 


would proceed on schedule 
. regardless of the outeome. 

“Ali in all, it was a useful day’s 
work,” Lawson told reporters 
after the meeting. “Tbe liberal- 
isation of capital markets goes 
ahead on schedule.” 

“It's very happy news because 
if we had not managed to come to 
an agreement today, H would 
have put the creation of a unified 
internal market in the EEC by 
1992 in a very bad light,” Said an 
EEC Commission official, who 
asked not to be named. 

The accord must now be 
approved by the European 
Parliament, but officials said 
that was a formality. 

Meanwhile, West German 
Foreign Minister Hans Dietrich 
Genscher said yesterday, the 
EEC has put the final touches to 
an agreement on its future finan- 
cing, removing a potential sore 
point from the agenda of this 
month’s EEC summit meeting. 

Sotted 

Genscher said two days of 
talks among the 12 EEC, or 
Common Market, foreign mini- 
sters, had settled the remaining 
technical issues in a financial 
accord readied at the last EEC 
summit, on Feb II and 12 in 
Brussels. 

The financial agreement chan- 
ges the way member countries - 
contribute to the common EEC 
budget and sets limits on certain 
areas of spending.

The summit is expected to 
focus on efforts to speed up the 
removal of trade barriers bet- 
ween the EEC member countries 
and discuss ways of promoting 
greater economic and monetary 
co-operation in Europe.

Egypt and Venezuela urge 
co-ordination on debts 

CAIRO* June 15, (Reuter): Egypt and Venezuela called today for 
a co-ordinated effort between advanced and developing nations to 
solve the problem of Third World debt. “These problems should 
be tackled in a co-ordinated framework and combined efforts 
between tbe advanced and developing countries,” a joint 
statement said at the end of a three-day state visit by Venezuelan 
President Jaime I.usinchi. Both countries are middle-ranking 
debtors. Egypt owes about $40 billion to foreign governments : td 
hanks while Venezuela has a S30-btllioa debt. “The foreign debt 
problem has already generated serious political and social dimen- 
sions and is threatening the development and stability of many 

developing countries,” an English version of the statement said. 
During the visit, the first by a Venezuelan leader to Egypt, 
Lusinchi had one round of talks with President Hosni Mubarak 
on major world issues and prospects of increased bilateral con- 
tacts. The statement said tbe two countries, both major o3 
exporters, agreed on tbe need for more co-operation to stabilise 
prices on the world oil market. Venezuela is a member of tbe 
Organisation of Petroleum Exporting Countries (OPEC), bat 
Egypt does not belong to the 13-nation group. 

Egyptian Prime Minister Atef Sedki and Venezuelan Foreign 
Minister German Nava Carillo signed an agreement yesterday 
covering co-operation in various fields. Lusinchi left today for 
Luxor ins southern Egypt on a sight-seeing tour or pharaonic 
monuments. The statement said Mubarak accepted an imitation 
to visit Venezuela but gave no date. 

Soviet Union hurries to ease 
tax burden on co-operatives 

MOSCOW, June 15, (A Pk Tbe Soviet government istaunyiiig to 
lower taxes for co-operatives before a new law goes into force on 
July 1 broadening tbe rights of tbe thousands of independent 
enterprises that are key to the reform movement, Tass said 
yesterday. Tbe quick drop in tax rates was a victory for those who 
support efforts by Kremlin leader Mikhail Gorbachev to reform 
tbe Soviet economy and provide a belter quality and selection of 
consumer goods and services. The Supreme Soviet, the nominal 
national parliament, passed a new law last month ensuring that 
co-operatives, owned by their members rather than tbe state, can 
compete on an equal footing with state-run businesses. But the law 
would have left in place a new tax ladder established by tbe 
Finance Ministry forcing cn-operathcs to pay tbe state np to 90 
per cent of their profits. Ina rare show of independence, Supreme 
Soviet deputies complained that tbe taxes would strangle die co- 
operatives. and called for a change. A leading reform advocate, 
economist Nikolai Shmelev, told a news conference several days 
after tbe law was approved that rewriting tbe tax law might take 
as long as a year. However, tbe official Soviet news agency Tass 
reported yesterday that government experts will have tbe new law 
ready in tbe next several weeks.

Bnt in its forecast ft added that 
the AEA members expert per-passenger revenue yield to drop an 
average of two per cent a year over the next five years. “The 
scenario is that in fact airfares will rise but not as fast as 
inflation,” Jan Bnmtid, tbe AEA's manager for economics and 
forecasting, said. Hie AEA issued no forecast for traffic outside 
Europe but Bnmlid said passenger growth on AEA airUnes on the 
North Atlantic route was expected to be similar as that within

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Arab Fund 
chief talks 
financial 
aid for Egypt 

CAIRO, June 15, (Reuter): The 
head of the Arab Monetary 
Fund (AMF) started talks in 
Cairo today with Egyptian 
officials on cash aid for Egypt, 
re-admiued to Arab financial 
institutions two months ago. 

AMF chairman Abdullah AI 
Quwaiz met President Hosni 
Mubarak and said later he 
briefed him on the Abu Dhabi- 
based Fund's financial situation. 

After a nine-year suspension 
for its 1979 peace treaty with 
Israel, Egypt was re-admitted to 
the AMF and other Arab finan- 
cial instil u lions in April as pan of 
a general normalisation of ties 
with most Arab states. 

Quwaiz told reporters his talks 
with Egyptian officials, includ- 
ing Prime Minister Atef Sedki 
and Central Bank Governor 
SaJah Hamid, would cover finan- 
cial help. to. Cairo, arrears in 
Egypt’s payments to the Fund’s 
capital, and representation on 
the board of directors. 

The semi-official daily Al- 
Ahram said the Fund was expec- 
ted to approve a $26 million soft 
loan for Egypt. 

The most populous Arab 
state, with S3 million people, 
Egypt has an annual trade deficit 
of more than 55 billion and the 
government has projected an 
increased budget deficit of 7.2 
billion pounds (53.2 billion) for 
the 1988-89 fiscal year starting 
on July 1. 

Minister of Stale for Inter- 
national Cooperation Morris 
Makramallah said in an 
interview with a Cairo news- 
paper last week that Egypt was 
counting on Arab financial 
organisations to bridge its bud- 
get and trade deficits.

Improved US trade figures give world markets a boost 


LONDON, June 15, (Reuter):

Gold prices rose.

Fed officials had feared that 
unless Americans curbed their 
spending, US factories would be 
unable to produce enough goods 
to satisfy domestic demand and 
booming export orders without 
igniting inflation. 

There was also evidence of sof- 
tening domestic demand in yes- 
terday's trade figures, which 
showed a 6.4 per cent decline in 
imports in April.

The loans approved under the 
eighth lending programme, 
winch became operational early 
this year, are for developing 
countries in Africa, Asia and 
Central America. 

Belize will receive $1.20 
million for the rehabilitation of 
an international airport. Eth- 
iopia (six million) for a coffee 
plantation rehabilitation and 
maintenance project, Ghana 
<4.80 million) for a works 
project, Mozambique (2.82 
million) for a limestone quarry 
rehabilitation project and Pakis- 
tan (eight million) as a line of 
.credit for small-scale industries. 

Burkinas Faso will receive $.5 
’million for the imporrdftapfta] 
goods and Burundi (two million) 
— one million as a supplemen- 
tary loan for sugar project and 
one million for a road project. 

A technical assistance grant 
($ 210 , 000 ) approved by the 
board will help support the A1 
Injili A1 Arabi hospi tal in Nabl us 
in Israeli occupied Palestine. The 


money will help in setting up an 
X-ray unit in a new wing of the 
hospital. 

In a report to the 43rd session 
of the board. OPEC Fund Direc- 
tor-General Dr Seyyid Abdulai 
noted that about 77 per cent or 
$1.64 billion of the Fund's tqtal 
approved loan commitments 
stood disbursed as of May 31, 
1988. 

Out of 451 loans totalling 
$2.14 billion approved by the 
Fund, 443 loan agreements 
worth 2.11 billion have already 
been signed. 

Abdulai, who this week was re- 
appointed as head of the Fund 
for the next five years, said five 
loans worth $ 1 7 million had been 
signed since the board last met in 
March. 

He added that $665,000 had 
been allocated in grants since 
March, bringing total grant com- 
mitments to 2 1 0.80 million.' ♦ 

A totahrfSf 8 grants had been 
extended to finance various 
activities such as technical assis- 
tance projects, vocational train- 
ing, research and similar 
activities. 

The next board meeting will be 
held here in August. 

Meanwhile, yesterday the 
ministerial council of the OPEC 


Fund re-elected Venezuelan Fin- 
ance Minister Dr Hector Hur- 
tado as its chairman. 

Sheikh Hamdan Bin Rashid El 
Maktoum, minister of finance 
and national economy of the 
UAE, was elected alternate 
chairman. 

In bis acceptance speech, he 
called on member countries to 
continue to contribute to the 
Fund so that it could carry on its 
programmes of assistance to the 
most needy countries. 

Recalling that 99 developing 
countries from Asia, Africa, 
Latin America and the Carib- 
bean had benefitted from Fund 
assistance in the last decade, 
Hurtado was confident that the 
lending programme for 1988-89 
would meet its objectives.

Crude oil prices slipped five to 
10 cents per Darrel on world spot 


markets -today as OPEC’s 
decision to extend its current 
prod uction ceiling into the rest of 
1988 had little further impact, 
traders said. 

Having firmed as much as 40 
cents yesterday in anticipation of 
the OPEC move, prices fell back 
marginally on doubts about the 
group's ability to stick to 
individual quotas and on 
adequate crude supplies in most 
areas. 

The agreement will limit out- 
put for 12 ofl3 OPEC countries 
excluding Iraq, to 15.06 min 
barrels per day through to the 
end or 1 988. 

Prices had d ropped almost o ne 
dollar per barrel just before the 
OPEC meeting began in Vienna 
last Saturday, before rallying 40 
cents on expectations of the 
OPEC roll over, and also in tech- 
nical reaction to the previous 
steep falls. 

North Sea Brent blend, the 
most widely tended international 
crude oil, initially traded up to 


$16. 15 pier barrel for cargoes lift- 
ing in August, compared with a 
traded high yesterday of 16.02, 
but had slipped to around 15.93 
late afternoon after the New 
York Mercantile Exchange 
futures moved lower.

billion.

Nations seen using GATT 
to reduce trade tensions 


GENEVA, June 15, (Reuter): 
The world's major economic 
powers often have tense trading 
relations but are increasing solv- 
ing disputes amicably on every- 
thing from beef to microchips, 
according to the world trade 
body GATT. 

A semi-annual trade review to 
be presented today to the ruling 
council of the 96-nation GATT 
(General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade) noted with concern a 
“high level of tensions" in many 
bilateral trading lies. 

Evidence 

“There is, however, evidence 
in the period under review that 
governments are making more 
use of the GATT dispute-set- 
tlement mechanisms to deal with 
problems in bilateral relations," 
said the report, made available to 
Reuters. 

When one country feels 
another is breaking the rules of 
GATT, which seeks to reduce 
trade barriers, it can ask for a 
ruling from the trade body's ‘dis- 
pute panels.’ 

Trade problems have risen to 
the political foreground in many 


counincs, notably the United 
Stales where its high trade deficit 
has pushed the administration to 
do everything it can on trade 
either through bilateral pressure 
or the GATT. 

“They clearly believe they can 
use more effective pressure 
through GATT,” one official 
said. 

For example, the United 
States used a GATT dispute 
panel to get Japan to agree last 
February to lift import quoias on 
10 farm products, and is now 

pressing for the removal of 
quotas on beef and citrus 
imports. 

Aimed back 

During the council meeting, 
due to finish tomorrow, the 
United Stales will also ask For a 
dispute panel on European 
Economic Community (EEC) 
subsidies to the producers and 
processors of oilseeds, arguing 
that these unfairly hurt its 
soybean fanners. 

But the dispute process can be 
laboriously slow and can also be 
aimed back at the original com-

Sudan plans sweeping economic reforms 


KHARTOUM, June 15, 
(Reuter): Sudan, burdened by a 
huge foreign debt, famine and 
, civil war, announced sweeping 
plans today to liberalise its econ- 
omy and give private enterprise a 
. greater role. 

Finance Minister Omar Nour 
A3 Dayem also disclosed plans 
for a new round of price rises. 
Previous increases last October 
triggered rioting in which six 
people died. 

Visit 

The announcement coincides 
with' a visit by a team from the 
International Monetary Fund 
(IMF), which has been pressing 
for radical but politically sen- 
sitive'reforins before it approves 
new loans to the impoverished 
nation. 

Nour A1 Dayem -told 
parliament there would be price 
rises for more than 20 non-essen- 
tial items, including tobacco, 
cosmetics and some construction 
materials. 

But he said customs duty on 
rice, coffee and lentil imports 
would be scrapped and the duty 
on tea cut by half. 

The minister, announcing the 
budget for the 1988/89 fiscal year 
starting July 1, said the govern- 
ment would give up ownership of 
several agricultural projects arid 
some industries, including the 
shoe industry. 


It would also consider privat- 
ising Lhe four state-owned com- 
mercial banks. 

Nour A1 Dayem said the Blue 
Nile and White Nile Corpora- 
tions, both in charge of giant 
agricultural schemes, would be 
dissolved and sold to the private 
sector or to co-operatives. 

‘There are some activities 
owned at present by the govern- 
ment but we believe that the 
private sector will run them more 
efficiently. These include the 
hotel industry," he said. 

Nour A1 Dayem, who became 
finance minister when a new 
coalition government took office 
on May IS, said the government 
had also decided to lift subsidies 
from top-quality flour. 

Sudan, with an estimated 23 
million people, has a foreign debt 
of more than $12 billion. Its 
Army has been bogged down 
since 1983 in a bush war against 
rebels in the south. 

Flee 

The war and its disruption of 
agriculture have forced at least 
half the estimated six million 
people in the south to flee to 
other parts of Sudan or to Eth- 
iopia in search of food and 
security. 

A drought, the second in four 
years, has hit much of the coun- 
try. 


The IMF, to which Sudan 
owes more than $700 million in 
arrears, has been pressing for 
politically sensitive economic 
reforms to follow up an 
agreement last year. 

Sudan devalued its currency 
by 44 per cent and increased 
sugar and petrol prices in 
October under that pact. 

Western economists in Khar- 
toum say the IMF wants Sudan 
to devalue further, reduce 
domestic borrowing to finance 
budget deficits, boost revenues 
and streamline or privatise los^ 
making state enterprises.

Syrian pound stages a sudden comeback 


DAMASCUS, June 15, (AP): 
The once-tumbling Syrian 
pound has staged a sudden 
comeback that has propelled it to 
nearly double last month's value 
in US dollars on the free market 

The stunning turnabout in a 
traditionally weak currency has 
baffled foreign observers and fed 
Damascus’ raging rumour mill, 
with reports or foreign interven- 
tions in the currency market 
Nadir 

Economy Minister Moham- 
med Imadi declined to comment 
on the extent of the dramatic 
move bnt yesterday he attributed 
the upward trend to “a series of 
financial, economic and mon- 
etary policies by the govern- 
ment" which have discouraged 
imports, encouraged exports and 
stifled spending 

At the currency’s nadir last 
month, it took 57 pounds to 
equal one US dollar on the free 
market in Jordan, Lebanon and 


the Gulf.' 

The pound surged to trade at 
27 to the dollar last week before 
. softening to a rate of 34 to 1 
yesterday. 

The government's official 
exchange rate was hiked to 1 1 J 
per dollar from about 3.9 last 
year. The government also 
exchanges dollars For tourists at a 
fluctuating rate -which moved 
from 27 to 20 to the dollar over 
the past weeks. 

In an interview with the 
Associated Press, Imadi said 
Several Factors contributed to the 
stronger currency: . 

-7 . new regulations allowing 
Syrians to use foreign currency 
earned abroad to finance 
imports.

Van Basten hat-trick surprises England 


DUESSELDORF, West Ger- 
many, June 15,(AP): Marco van 
Basten scored all three goals as 
the Netherlands beat England 3- 
1 (1-0) at the European Soccer 
Championships today. 

The loss virtually eliminated 
England from the tournament. 
but 1 , its small mathematical 
chance of staying alive depends 
on the outcome of the other 
Group 2 match later today bet- 
ween the Soviet Union and 
Ireland in Hanover. 

England must hope forlreland 
to beat both the Soviet Union 
and the Netherlands in the last 
match and would then^till need a 
victory over the Soviets to clinch 
a place in the semifinals. 

England held its own against 
the Dutch Tor most of the match 
and even came closer to scoring 
in the first half, when it hit the 
post twice. 

Scored 

But three sudden goals by Van 
Basten. two passes coming from 
his AC Milan teammate Ruud 
Gullit, buried England. 

Van Basten scored in the 43rd. 
72nd and 75th. while captain 
Bryan Robson scored for 
England in the 53rd. 

Van Basten became the first 
player to score a hattrick in the 
championships and is the tour- 
nament's leading scorer. 

Both teams desperately 
needed wins Lo stay afive after 
losing the opening match, and 
the game produced fast-moving 
action in front of both goals. 

The Netherlands made two 
changes from the lineup that lost 
1-0 to the Soviet Union, bringing 
in Van Basten for Johny Bosnian 
and Erwin Koeman for Johhny 
van'tSchip. 

England, upset 1-0 by Ireland 
in the first round, also made two 
changes, bringing in Glenn Hod- 
dle for Neil Webb and Trevor 
Steven for Chris Waddle. 

England was the first team to 
settle down and nearly went 
ahead in the Sih minute. A pierc- 
ing pass by Robson was badly 
headed by Ronald Koeman and 


left Gary Lineker alone in front 
of Dutch goalkeeper Hans van 
Breukelen. Bui Lineker, the top 
scorer of the 1986 World Cup in 
Mexico with six goals, found 
only the left post from close 
range. 

Hoddle, leading Lhe England 
midfield and providing long, 
accurate passes, also came close 
in the 38th. hitting the same post 
with a tremendous free kick from 
20 metres. 

But then came the Dutch. 
Frank Rijkaard sent a deep pass 
to the left, defender Gary Stevens 
never really got to the ball and 
Gullit broke through down the 
wing. Gullit then laid on a perfect 
pass for Van Basten. who con- 
trolled Lhe bail, turned around 
central defender Tony Adams 
and beat veteran England goalk- 
eeper Peter Shilton with a low 
shot into the left corner. 

Shilton. 38 and playing his 
100th international, was lucky in 
lhe 45th minute when another 
Van Basten shot was cleared on 
the line by Stevens. 

England again took the upper 
hand after the interval and got a 
deserved equalizer in the 53rd. 
Robson and Lineker combined 
on Lhe edge of the area wilh a 
quick 1-2 move that split the 
Dutch defence and Robson, the 
England captain, slotted home 
past a helpless Van Breukelen. 

But the Netherlands quickly 
rallied and in the 72nd minute 
another Gull it- Van Basten com- 
bination pul it ahead for good. 

Headed 

England's defence struggled lo 
clear the bail from their area and 
finally the ball got to Gullit. With 
perfect control, the Dutch cap- 
tain then slipped a short pass to 
Van Basten. who left Stevens 
behind and beat Shilton. 

Three minutes later. Erwin 
Koeman. brother of Dutch 
defender Ronald Koeman. sent 
in a cross to the near post from 
the comer. Wim Kieft. a second - 
half substitute, headed over to 
the other side, and Von Basten 
slammed the ball home.

About 20,000 Dutch fans 
among the capacity 68,400 
crowd celebrated the win. No 
trouble between the fans was 
seen at the stadium but police 
reported about a dozen arrests 
before the match.

Meanwhile in Britain, Mem- 
bers of Parliament and respected 
commentators called today for 
England's team to pull out of the 
European Soccer Champion- 
ships because of the fan violence 
that has followed the squad to 
West Germany. 

One leading columnist said the 
fighting, which has left hundreds 
jailed and dozens injured, had 


made Britain look like "a zoo of 
dangerous animals” in the eyes 
of the world. 

Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher was due to meet with 
Colin Moynihan, Britain's 
Sports Minister, lo discuss the 
problem following another night 
of street fighting, Lhis lime in 
Duesseldorf. 

Moynihan. meanwhile, told 
the sport’s ruling body in Europe 
that “disturbingly large num- 
- bers” oTviolen l fans continued to 
follow English teams and were 
ready to spread trouble wherever 
they went. 

Yesterday Moynihan refused 
to recommend in a report that 
. English football clubs be allowed 
to return to European competi- 
tions. 

Moynihan's report, to 
European Football Union 
(UEFA) president Jacques 
Georges was based on studies of 
football hooliganism which took 
place during the past year even 
before the latest outbreaks of 
trouble. 

UEFA officials, who will meet 
on June 24 to decide whether 
English teams should be re- 
admitted to European Club com- ’ 
petitions, are likely to be influen-

ced by Moynihan's report, and 
even more so by last night's 
violent battles in Duesseldorf. 

Such violent behaviour was 
loo much for several leading 
politicians. 

“We should bring the England 
team home." said George 
Foulkes. foreign affairs spokes- 
man for the opposition Labour 
Party. “It is clearly more trouble 
than it is worth to allow them lo 
continue in European competi- 
tion.” 

Members of themajority Con- 
servative Party also expressed 
concent, and Thatcher told the 
House of Commons that 
violence may mean that soccer 
would become a non-specialor 
Spoh in. Britain. 

The fighting was front-page i 


news in all of Britain's dozen 
national newspapers, even the 
staid Financial Times. 
Videotape reports of the fighting 
led television newscasts, and 
radio news programmes were 
filled with description of the cla- 
shes. 

Several columnists echoed 
Foulkes call for the team's with- 
drawal, including David Miller, 
chief sports correspondent for 
the Times of London and one of 
the most respected sports jour- 
nalists in Europe. 

“Football has come to the end 
of its credibility. as_a public 
event,” Miller wroteT “Such a 
gesture (withdrawal) is the only 
possible way to save Britain's 
face in the eyes of the rest of the 
world.

EASTBOURNE, England, June 
15 , (UPI* Martina Navratilova 
advanced to the quarterfinals of 
the 5250,000 Eastbourne 
women's tennis tournament 
today with an ease that indicated 
her preparations for Wimbledon 
were right on target. 

Second seed Pam Shnver was 
less fortunate. She withdrew 
before her third round match 
wilh Catarina Lindqvisl because 
of groin strain. 

Shriver lost a grass court tour- 
nament in Birmingham last 
week, falling in Lhe final Sunday 
to Claudia Kohde-Kilsch. 

But the non-stop schedule told 
on the West German also. She 
withdrew from Eastbourne 
today with an injured knee while 
trailing Soviet Larissa Sav- 
chenko 6-4. 4-4 in the third 
round. 

Navratilova defeated 13th 
seed Raffaella Reggi of Italy 6-0, 
6-2. With Shriver and defending 
champion Helena Sukova both 
out, Navratilova looked set to 
reach the final of the tournament 
that has become her talisman for 
Wimbledon. 

Final 

All of her eight Wimbledon 
victories were preceded by 
appe ranees in the Eastbourne 
final, and the Czechoslovak- 
born American admitted she was 
already thinking about a record 
ninth Wimbledon triumph. 

“I have eight titles, but 1 still 
want to win one more, or two 
more or three," she said. 

“1 have a chance Lo rewrite the 
record books." 

Soviet Natalia Zvereva, who 
shot into the public conscious- 
ness and the world top 10 when 
she ousted Navratilova from the 
French Open, advanced to the 
quarterfinals with a 6-3, 7-5 vic- 
tory over Australian Barbara 
Potter. She’ll face Sweden's 
Caterina Lindqvist, who was to 
have played Shriver. 

. Frenchwoman Pascale 
Paradis, who downed Sukova in 
the secondround, also advanced, 
with 6-2. 6-3 victory over Ann 
Henricksson. 


Italy overcome Spain 


FRANKFURT, West Ger- 
many. June 15, (Reuter): Gian- 
luca Vialii conjured up a fine 
75th-minute goal to give Italy a 
narrow but deserved 1-0 victory 
over Spain in the European Soc- 
cer Championship finals yester- 
day. ' : . ' 

Chasing a long cross from the 
right. Vialii brilliantly turned the 
defender challenging him in the 
penalty area. Spinning round 
and heading for goal, the Italian 
hit home a left-foot shot beyond 
the onrushing goalkeeper 
Andoni Zubizaneia. 

The goal rewarded Vialii for a 
hard-working performance 
which until then had foundered 
on Spain’s competent defence, 
and give Italy a well-merited vic- 
tory from a match they domin- 
ated. 

Behind 

But it also left both teams still 
chasing a place in the semifinals. 
Wilh one preliminary group 
match remaining. Italy went 
second behind West Germany in 
Group One level on three points 
but behind on goal difference. 
Spain have two points and Den- 
mark none. 

Italy made almost all the run- 
ning. with Spain - who would 
have been content wilh a draw 
making only rare attempts to 
enliven what was largely a sub- 
dued game. 


Italian goalkeeper Walter 
Zenga had little to do in the first 
half as Spain sat back. But at the 
other end. Italy's attempts to 
pierce the Spanish defence came 
to naught even though the Span- 
iardsjvere without injured cap-*, 
tain and defensive stalwart Jose 
Antonio Camacho. 

But the young Italian team, 
however frustrated, did not 
throw men forward rashly and 
leave themselves open to Spain’s 
notoriously deadly counterat- 
tacks. 

Vialii was unable to convert 
the chances he created in the first 
half, where Roberto Donadoni 
came closest to scoring wilh a 
curling 35lh-minule shot which 
grazed the Spanish bar and was 
then cleared off the line by defen- 
der Tomas.

Immediately after the interval, 
Roberto Manrini was set clear by 
a mixup between two Spanish 
defenders, but shot straight at 
Zubiz3rreta. 

He wasted another good 
chance in the 65th minute, by 
which lime Jose Bakero and 
Emilio BuLragueno had also 
squandered opportunities and a 
spectacular volley by Giuseppe 
Giannini from Giuseppe Ber- 
gomi’s cross had gone just wide. 

VeLeran Alessandro Altobelli 
was broughL on for Mancini in
